2.11  Billing for Service
Itemized bills will be distributed to the customers on a monthly cycle.
Bills include the date of billing. The "date rendered" shall be the mailing date. Bills for service
are considered delinquent 15 days after the bill is rendered.

Call Splashing

Pursuant to A.A.C. R-14-2-1008, the Company will not transfer calls to another carrier unless the
rating and billing information for the call will properly reflect the originating and terminating
points of the call. If such transfers are not possible, the Company will inform the caller that the
call cannot be completed and that the preferred carrier may be reached via an access code or toll-
free customer service number. If such a transfer occurs, it will be made at no charge to the end
user.

Universal Service Fund

A monthly recurring surcharge is applicable to each retail Customer's total intrastate toll revenues
in order to fund Arizona's Universal Service Fund.

Billing Entity Conditions and Billing Dispute

3.3 Rate Periods and Holidays

Unless otherwise indicated elsewhere in this tariff, all usage-based rates are subject to the
following time-of-day and day-of-week periods:

3.3.1 Day Rate Period - Applies to that portion of a call occurring from 8:00 AM to, but not
including, 5:00 PM Monday through Friday.

Calculation of Distance

Usage charges for mileage sensitive services vary based on the type of service subscribed to by
the Customer. For services utilizing switched access, mileage measurements for rate schedules
are based on the distance in airline miles between rate centers associated with the originating and
terminating stations. For services utilizing dedicated access, mileage measurements for rate
schedules are based on the distance in airline miles between the WiMacTel network access point
associated with the station utilizing Dedicated Access Origination/Termination and the rate center
associated with the called/calling station.

The distance between the originating and terminating points is calculated by using the "V" and
"H" coordinates of the serving wire centers as defined by Telcordia in the following manner:

Step 1: Obtain the "V" and "H" coordinates for the serving wire center or network access point
serving the Customer's location and the called/calling station.

Step 2: Obtain the difference between the "V" coordinates. Obtain the difference between the
"H" coordinates.

Step 3: Square the differences obtained in Step 2.
Step 4: Add the squares of the "V" difference and "H" difference obtained in Step 3.

Step 5: Divide the sum of the square obtained in Step 4 by ten (10). Round to the next higher
whole number if any fraction results from the division.

Step 6: Obtain the square root of the whole number obtained in Step 5. Round to the next higher
whole number if any fraction is obtained. This is the distance between the originating

and terminating locations of the call.
